S hould you be hunting for 
a machine in which to 
prowl the streets looking 
for a potential mate, this isn’t it. 
Because the Porsche Cayman 
- once considered the poor 
man’s porker - has been fettled 
to within an inch of its life. 

The Cayman GT4 Clubsport 
has been stripped out and 
tweaked so it can dominate 
on the race track instead of an 
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urban environment, meaning 
the standard brakes have been 
replaced by high-performance 
380mm steel discs, and the 
race-ready ABS system can be 
adjusted with 12 different 
settings for every track 
scenario imaginable. 

The 3.8-litre flat-six engine 
develops 38obhp, the rear 
suspension has been borrowed 
from the 911 GT3 Cup, and 



there’s a welded-in roll cage 
where the passenger seat once 
was. Oh, and there’s that rear 
wing which looks like it’s been 
nicked from an Airbus A380. 

There’s even the option to fit 
it with an endurance-friendly 
100-litre fuel tank and then 
enter it into a number of global 
racing championships, 
including the Pirelli World 
Challenge and the Continental 



Tire Sports Car Challenge, 
although it’s advised you brush 
up on your skills beforehand. 

This speedy treatment costs 
just shy of £100k and, sadly, it 
isn’t fit for the road. But that’s 
not to say Porsche isn’t quietly 
considering a ferocious 
Cayman GT4 RS road racer.
